Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. | 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


In the canned goods line there is nothing of general interest, 
unless it be the February Convention, and that does not occur 
until next year. There is no cry this year of a scarcity among 
seedmen of supplies for the anticipated crops. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that there will be extra care taken with the pea seed for 
1906. It is highly desirable to have the pea crop of this year of 
unusual good quality, but it is equally desirable that the crop 
returns be not too heavy, as there is an inclination on the part of 
packers to go heavily into the packing of this article, mainly, we 
presume, because there is nothing to enthuse them in respect to 
corn, and they do not wish to overdo the tomato packing in the 
coming year. Possibly it is also because buyers have been turn- 
ing longing eyes upon green peas as the article which will show 
them a better chance to recover from the ill effects of matters in 
1905 than any of the other vegetable staples. 

We believe, however, some sections of our country learned a 
lesson during the past year in respect to the packing of peas 
which will keep them from trying to absorb the whole market 
hereafter. Because it is true in the course of years even a young 
packer can learn wisdom. 

Corn will also be scanned carefully in the seed, and seeds- 
men and seed dealers will in a large measure be required to give 
a guarantee as to the quality of the seed corn. Once more in the 
revolution of events the packer has been made to face the fact 
that he is between two elements of grower and jobber, and is 
generally made to bear the losses that accumulate in the season, 
and it behooves him to be careful of all his operations with both 
one and the other. 

Tomatoes still hold the centre of the stage as the article 
most sought for. They seem to be pretty well decided now and 
they have gone into the hands of a syndicate so far as manage- 
ment is concerned; that this syndicate is composed mainly of 
middle men, but that after four or five months’ manipulation, 
thanks to the lightness of the pack, they have succeeded in get- 
ting what might be designated as a promised control of the goods 
on hand. By this arrangement they virtually agree to pay the

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packers a certain stated price for their goods, and are, therefore, 
working to obtain that price. They are almost within sight of 


their expectation today, and we believe they will easily realize it 


within the next two weeks. 

In whatever direction we look the market is getting firmer 
and more concrete. Quotations in Baltimore at the present 
writing are $1.00 to $1.05 for No. 3 standards, and New York 
quotes them at $1.02% to $1.05. A further advance of 5c. will 
put the syndicate on safe ground. We believe they anticipate 
the price will go roc. higher than this and perhaps more. But 
we again warn all parties, packers, brokers and jobbers, of the 
disadvantage of skyrocketting tomatoes. That article today is 
the rockbottom foundation of what confidence there is in the 
canning business. 

Corn virtually has no standing of confidence and it will take 
this cereal two or three years to recover fully from the overpack 
of last year. 

Our reason for objecting to these sudden fluctuations in 
canned articles is that very high prices for tomatoes, corn or any 
staple invariably results in putting the jobber on the bear side of 
the market, with the result that the article is not only over- 
packed in the next season, but is unmercifully handled by those 
who distribute it. Moreover, it makes what we might call a 
South American market in the tone of it, by which we mean it 
follows the line of such articles as coffee. When prices are high 
the pack is always too heavy; when prices are low, then it is 
very difficult to get them again to a normal condition. 

It may be possible that by the time of the Convention for an 
unusually bright mind to initiate a plan to govern this weakness 
of the industry; but so long as tomatoes can be grown ad libitum 
from unnumbered acres we do not see how it is possible to con- 
trol them, and, therefore, we must look for wisdom only among 
the factories which exist. 

There is little or no change to report among other articles. 


Peaches are settling themselves into a more narrow channel, the 
lowest prices are disappearing while the higher quotations are, 
if anything, being shaded down to one condition of prices. The 
general distribution, however, is reported as going on, according 
to the brokers, and we now have an assurance that the whole 
line will be in excellent condition during 1906. Corn may be an 
exception to this; but, in spite of all that can be said, the qual- 
ity of the pack last year was sufficiently high to justify buyers 
in carrying over large lots with the calculation that it will pay 
interest and storage during the coming year. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is no change to report. 
The remarks made about cans last week hold good this week, 
and the slight accretion in value which has been going on so 
long in pig tin still continues. We have no notice of a change 
in the values of tin plates as yet. The variation in pig tin this 
week is not great, but still in the nature of an advance. We 
quote $36.1234 to $36.50 for both Straits and Malacca, and some 
quotations put it at $36.25 to $36.50. It should be remembered 
that the tendency is always towards the higher figures. Pig 
lead also shows a variation, being inclined to a more fixed figure, 
which is placed at $5.65 to $5.90, which is somewhat in the 
nature of a decline. Outside of these there is no change in 
canners’ metals, which may be found on their regular page.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, Dec. 27.—The trade of the year 1905 is almost 
finished. Only three days remain and the present year passes 
into history. Inthe main it has been a fairly prosperous year. 
There have been numerous ups and downs, as is usual with bus- 
iness enterprises, but in the aggregate trade has been good. 
Sales have varied somewhat in price and the periods of depress- 
ion have been more marked than they have been in some previous 
years, but in all instances these periods of depression have been 
followed by unusual activity and while these active periods 
haven’t always been accompanied with higher prices in the main 
the movement has been reasonably satisfactory. It is impossible 
to give the statistics of the arrivals in this market. The agency 
which has kept these arrivals for years has ceased, therefore it is 
known only approximately what has come forward? But perhaps 
it is sufficient to say that arrivals have been as heavy as in prev- 
ious years, in some varieties probably heavier. But this is large- 
ly conjecture and is based upon probabilities rather than upon 
actual statistics, it can be stated as a certainty, however, that 
the trade is reasonably well satisfied with the business of the past 
year and is anticipating still better things for the year to come. 

Tomatoes.—The market has a strong tone and the tendency 
of prices is sharply upward. On full standard 3s the market is 
now held firmly at $1.00 f. 0. b. factory. It could not be learn- 
ed that any important business has been done at that figure, 
local buyers being satisfied to follow the market and supply their 
requirements as they arise at ruling prices. The disposition to 
purchase any considerable stocks has vanished and comparative 
indifference is noted in its place. Fair standards are quoted at 
g5c with here and there some business done at 92%c f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Off standards and seconds 3s are quoted at 82% at 87%c 
as to quality and seller. Twos are strong and some buying has 


been done recently. Gallons are closely held and $3.25 per dozen 
has been declined on full standard Jerseys. The bulk of the 
holdings of tomatoes are, it is now firmly believed, in control of 
the syndicate. Such lots as are offered by outsiders are held 
with confidence and in some instances their ideas are above those 
of the syndicate operators. One large interest, which is cred- 
ited with the possession of a considerable block is said to be ask- 
ing $1.02%c f. o. b. factory on full standard 3s and $3.25 for 
gallons. A renewal of activity is excepted after the turn of the 
year. 

Corn.—No change is reported in corn, conditions at the 
close remaining the same as they were last week. Holders area 
shade firmer in their views, but business is too light to amount 
to much in creating a market. 

Peas.—The market remains steady and the tendency is up- 
ward on medium and choice sifted grades. Not much buying is 
being done, excepting in instances where there is a demand for 
present supplies. Buyers will not take anything they do not re- 
quire until inventory time is passed. 

Fruits.—The market has quited down since the holiday rush 
was over and buying is limited to actual requirements for imme- 
diate consumption. Prices are firm and all stocks are held with 
confidence. Apples are held steadily at previous high range of 
values and scarcely any movement is reported. Bids of less than 
$3.00 per dozen have been declined in several instances. The 
pack was the smallest in years. Pineapples are steady and in 
moderate demand. Sales are chiefly in small lots just at present, 
though inquiries received indicate that more active business will 
follow shortly. Small fruits are in moderate compass, and but 
little inquiry is noted in jobbing quarters. The trade on these 
goods has practically ceased for the present. 

Salmon.—The market continues firm on sockeye and chinooks 
and steady on red Alaska talls. Business in the latter is report- 
ed fair and the tone is somewhat stronger in all quarters on the 
Coast. A stronger tone is noted on pinks and chums which stock 
is reported in smallcompass. Not much inquiry is known to exist 
at the present moment for any of the cheap grades. 

Sardines.—The market is quiet, but there is a shade strong- 
er feeling reported. It is expected that the movement on foot 
to bring about an advance in prices will develop during the pres- 
ent week and that quotations will be advanced again. The

In other lines the market has taken on the post-holiday dull- 
ness and no relief is expected until after the turn of the year and 
the completion of the inventories. HvupDson. 


A Deadlock On National Pure-Food Law. 


After a careful review of all the circumstances, it is considered almost 
certain that no Federal food law will be passed by the present Congress. 
Strenuous efforts will be made to pass one, but the various interests that a 
Federal act will affect are so widely apart as to what they want that their 
reconciliation seems practically impossible. As long as they remain unrecon- 
ciled it is certain that no law will be enacted, says the Grocery World. 

The issue presented in the passage of a national food law is framed 
between the United States Bureau of Chemistry, headed by Dr. H. W, 
Wiley, on the one hand, and the food manufacturers, organized into the 
National Food Manufacturers Association, on the other. The latter organi- 
zation has acquired great strength in a very short time. It is composed of 
all the leading food manufacturing interests in the country and is intended 
for defense as well as offense. In other words, the financial and influential 
strength of the organization, which, as stated, is great, will be devoted 
just as wholeheartedly toward defeating a bill which they oppose as it will 
be toward pushing a bill which they approve. The National Food Manu- 
facturers’ Association has accumulated a very large fund and will accumu- 
late more. 

The National Food Manufacturers’ Association stands for the limited 
use of preservatives and color, and to the last ditch it will fight all efforts to 
pass any law which forbids these; preservatives particularly, because, if the 
manufacturers speak truly, preservatives are an indispensable necessity, 
while color is merely an expediency. 

Dr. Wiley, representing the Bureau of Chemistry, is against both pre- 
servatives and color, especially preservatives, and his official position gives 
him weight. So does the fact that his views put him in the position of 
fighting for the public health, which has more weight with most people 
than the practical view presented by the manufacturers. 

It is certain that if the manufacturers will fight any bill outlawing pre- 
servatives and color, Dr. Wiley, backed by all the official influence he can 
muster, will also fight any bill which legalizes them. Thus is the issue 


raised, and, as it is virtually certain that neither side will recede, a deadlock 
seems inevitable. Anda compromise is impossible by the very nature of 
things, for there can be no compromise between using preservatives and 
not using them. 


The bill now pending in Congress, which was last week recommended 
for passage in the Senate, is an amendment of the old Hepburn Bill, and is 
wholly unsatisfactory to the manufacturing interests, for the reason that it 
virtually prohibits preservatives through giving to Dr. Wiley the right to 
forbid them if he sees fit. The bill in question is entirely acceptable to the 
retail grocery interests, inasmuch as it contains a guarantee clause which 
would protect the retailer as far as any Federal clause could. This bill the 
National Food Manufacturers’ Association will fight as hard as they are 
able. 


The only other Federal food bill which is being seriously considered is 
the Lannen Bill, which was brought out several months ago as representing 
in part the views of the manufacturers. This bill would be administered by 
another department than Dr. Wiley’s, and that fact favorably disposes the 
manufacturers toward it. The Lannen Bill has undergone considerable 
amendment in the last few weeks, always in the manufacturers’ interests, 
and it is likely to be introduced in both the Senate and House at an early 
day. It is not what the manufacturers would ask for if they had carte 
blanche, but is reasonably satisfactory—better than nothing, in a word. 
The retail grocersis adequately protected by the Lannen Bill, since it con- 
tains a guarantee of purity. A Federal food bill practically touches the re- 
tailer’s interests at only one point—as to rendering him safe from the sins 
of the manufacturer. If he is protected there, he will be satisfied, no mat- 
ter how the question of color and preservatives is settled. 


Another fact which will probably help to defeat the passage of any food 
law at this session is the fact that the manufacturers have been unable to 
agree even among themselves as to what they want. In an organization 
like the National Food Manufacturers’ Association, wide as the country in 
its extent, there are all shades of opinion, need and desire, and as yet these 
have not been harmonized on a common platform. Some of the members 
are willing that the law should fully disclose their formula, others cannot 
agree to that, and neither side has been able to convert the other. 

So that, all things considered, the prospects of the passage of a Federal 
food law have never seemed more remote than they do at the present writ- 
ing, and it is almost safe to say that no Federal law will ever be passed so 
long as the Government flatly opposes preservatives and the manufacturers 
unitedly demand them.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are higher, the strengthening influence having come from the 
jobbing trade in a quickened demand for No. 3 standard Maryland goods, 
which are now held at 97%c. f. 0. b. up to $1.00 f. 0. b. No. 2 standards 
close at 77%c. to 8oc., after sales at 72%c. to 75c. The supply in wholesale 
hands is considered small and the packers declare that they are not carry- 
ing many. With the single exception of corn, this description fits the 
entire canned list, and in consequence the year is closing with a very 
healthy tone in the canned goods market. Corn is quoted all the way frm 
47%4e. to $1.00 and more, according to quality, and the finest grades are 
scarce, String beans are scarce and firm. Lima beans are steady. Baked 
beans are also scarce and firm. Sauerkraut is held with confidence. Cheap 
peas are scarce and firm. In fruits the strength of gallon apples is still a 
feature of the market. The market for peaches and other fruits is quiet. 
Salmon is seasonably quiet and the tone is pretty firm, with an advance of 
the better and commoner kinds probable in the early part of 1906. Do- 
mestic sardines are plentiful, but firm, with little doing.—/Merchants’ 
Review. 


Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes show no quotable change for the week, though there is un- 
questionably a firmer feeling pointing with apparent sureness to an advance 
after the turn of the year. The market quotation ranges from 92%c. to 9§5c, 
Stocks of tomatoes seem to be light everywhere, and it would probably be 
impossible to pick up any large lots. Corn is dull, weak and unchanged. 
Peas are in good condition, the lower grades being scarce and firm. Peaches 
are dull, both as to the California and Baltimore brands. The demand is 
light. New York apples continue firm, and no quotation is heard below 
$3.00. Some holders claim to be unwilling to sell even at that. All other 
grades of apples are correspondingly strong. The general Baltimore line of 
canned goods is unchanged and in light demand. The California line is 
unchanged.—Grocery World. 

Chicago. 
The tomato market has further strengthened during the past week and 


prices are about 2%c. a dozen higher than last Saturday. Supplies are 
very small and under strong control, so that advancing prices after the first 
of the year are confidently expected. Corn is steady and selling freely to 
retailers. A heavy consumption is going on, and peas are very firm, be- 
cause stocks are light, in fact, extremely small. String beans and Limas 
are steady. Pumpkin is selling fairly well at steady prices. Canned peaches 
are firmer and it is thought they will go higher, as stocks are light and it 
will be a long time before new goods—the next, pack—are ready for deliv- 
ery. Canned salmon is in fair demand for the winter time and prices are 
firmer, owing to reduced supplies in several grades. Sardines are steadier 
and in very good demand. Canned lobster and shrimp remain unchanged. 
Both are firm, as the supply is small.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 
. St. Louis. 


There is apparent in canned goods a greater degree of confidence due, it 


is believed, to the increasing firmness among holders and the more frequent 
calls made upon first hands by jobbers. There is no large buying in pro- 
gress, however. Transactions, as a rule, cover only such lots as the jobber 
needs to fill his obligations to the retailer. In most instances the sales re- 
ported since the advancing movement began last week have not exeeded 
1,coo case lots. The fact, however, that jobbers are willing to pay the 
higher basis on full standard three-pound cans is considered a sufficient 
indication that the stocks held by jobbers are reduced to small limits. In 
jobbing quarters it is stated that the holdings amount to very small quanti- 
ties in fnll standard grades, and the buyers appear satisfied to pay the 
advance, though not disposed to buy in excess of immediate needs, pending 
the approach of the stock-taking period. Most jobbers expect to have to 
pay over $1.00 per dozen for full standard 3s after the middle of January. 
The position of the tomato syndicate is considered safe, and, while all esti- 
mates as to the holdings of the various interests are guesses, it is believed 
that the total stocks do not exceed 2,000,000 cases. While the movement in 
salmon is of the usual jobbing character at this season of the year, the tone 
of advices from the Coast is such as to indicate that holders there are awake 
to the possibilities of a higher market on the cheaper descriptions in the 
near future. It is stated that the holdings of red Alaska talls outside the 
stocks of the Alaska Packers’ Association are reduced to less than 50,000 
cases, of which 23,000 cases are controlled by one interest now nolding at 
g5c. per dozen f. 0. b. Coast, jobbing quantities. One advice has stated 
that all the offerings in first hands available at 92'%c. had been cleaned up 
by jobbers. The holdings of the Alaska Packers’ Association, it is stated, 
amount to only a quantity covered by the annual requirements for export,— 
The Interstate Grocer.

The general situation is unchanged; demand continues active, mainly 
of the character of makiug up. 

St. John’s, N. B. 

There is little of particular interest. Vegetables, on which prices were 
cut very low, are more firmly held. Several firms did not enter the compe- 
tition. In fruits a slightly better sale owing to the holiday season. Salmon 
rather quiet. While lobsters are high, there is a fair supply. In domestic 
sardines, a fair stock. Haddies, kippers and clams, rather small supply, 
There is some excitement in canned meat, owing to cut prices being quoted 
by some American packers.—Canadian Grocer.

Salmon.—The near approach of the Christmas holidays has affected 
this article in common with other canned goods, and there has not been 
much doing this week. British Columbia, however, remains very firm, and 
Alaska is, if anything, stronger. Recent arrivals include the Redstart with 
12,400 cases, the Minneapolis with 550 cases, the Yangtsze with 12,500 cases 
and the Lake Manitoba with 600 cases, the two last named to Liverpool, 
The Seattle Trade Register says that at a sitting of the Dominion Fisheries 
Commission it was stated that, as the Washington canners had refused to 
maintain a closed season in 1906, the British Columbia canners would not 
do so. Negotiations will probably attempt to arrange a joint closed season 
for 1908. Lobsters.—There is no feature of interest to note in this market, 
but prices are unchanged. The Sicily has brought 617 cases to Liverpool, 
Sardines.—The market has been quiet, but prices generally are firmer. No 
better reports are to hand of the fishing in Portugal. The Gaelic and the 
Oporto have arrived at Liverpool with 663 and 832 cases, respectively. 
Meats also are quiet, but there is no change to note, Fruits and Pines are 
steady, although there is little doing. The Diomed has brought 930 cases 
pines.

Salmon.—The market for best qualities continues very firm, with 
searcely a case available for spot delivey. The Keemun, the first steamer 
due into London and Liverpool, is anxiously awaited, and the import will 
come upon practically a bare market. Alaska salmon- has increased in 
value, and more money is being made. Sardines quiet, but steady. Fruits 
in good demand for the time of the year, and pineapples are steady at cur- 
rent rates. Meats quiet. Rabbits firm. Tomatoes strong at the advance.— 
Grocers’ Gazette.

Extracting Tin From Tin Slags. 


In smelting tin ores or other materials which contain tin, slags are pro- 
duced which contain iron and tin and from which the tin cannot be reduced. 
These slags frequently contain 5% of tin. As it has been considered impos- 
sible to remove this tin from such slags, they have been thrown upon the 
dump. A method is now being introduced into the tin industry of the 
Straits settlements which, the Arass ‘orld says, renders it possible to 
keep the tin content of the slag as low as one-half of 1%. The method con- 
sists in smelting the tin slags in a reverberatory furnace with sulphide of 
lead (galena) and an alloy of tin and lead is obtained. As the tin slags 
contain considerable iron, the sulphur in the lead ore serves to make a 
matte of it, and the tin and lead alloy may be drawn off from under- 
neath it.

PENNSYLVANIA CANNERS, ATTENTION ! 


We are informed that Pesnni “ ania is about to enter the 
arena of, States that will have a local Association of the canners. 
They are now being organized under the experienced eye of 
P. J. Loveland, Jr., of the High Rock Canning Co., of High Rock, 
Pennsylvania. 

This is timely and important, at least to Pennsylvania. It 
is a necessity to the packers of that State if they are going to 
give any attention to the flood of undesirable laws which left- 
over politicians are trying to pass through the Legislature. 

Pennsylvania and its packers may cast their eyes around 
and observe two or three things that are evident among the 
canners of the United States at the present day. First of all, 
that most of the canners of other States are organized in their 
local Associations; secondly, that this organization has at least 
done them no harm and has, on the contrary, protected them to 
a great degree, doing them much good; and thirdly, that if they 
do not get into the hustle soon for their own protection the 
present mania for interference of food laws unjustly applied will 
sweep them from the face of the earth, or at least deprive them 
of all profits in the management of their own business. 

It will not be many days before the unnecessary interfer- 
ence of the United States and the State Governments will make 
every packer for his own protection go out into the open and lect 
the public know just what his goods are, how they are packed 
and where, to say nothing about the when or other arising 
questions. 

The packer should understand that in the day we live in it 
is not merely necessary to pack goods, free from suspicion, but it 
is absolutely necessary to antagonize the position taken by the 
authorities that all manufactured food is poisonous, is injurious 
to health, and that no one should consume it at the risk of 
his life. 

Of all the foods on the market canned goods are today prob- 
ably the most healthful and nutritious; so keen is the competi- 
tion between manufacturers that not only have all surplus profits 
disappeared, but the cleanest of goods are put upin the most

natural way for the benefit of the public, and it is now becoming 
necessary to let the public know this to sustain the reputation as 
well as to build it up. 

If our Pennsylvania friends do not pull together for the 
good of all in their State in this line of business, they will find 
themselves confronted with the situation in which all other sec- 
tions are organized and active, and Pennsylvania alone will have 
to bear the oblique of a bad name. 

The matter of organization is neither difficult nor expensive 
and yet it is both valuable and interesting. It requires some 
little self-abnegation, judicious selection of good men to repre- 
sent it as a body, who will unselfishly work for the benefit of the 
body and the reputation of the State, feeling that they owe 
something alike to the Republic and to the members of the 
Association. 

Great discretion must be used by the officers nowadays in 
guiding the course of events in the Association, notably with re- 
respect to such laws as the Legislature may enact, and of what 
the public will want and what the canned goods packer can give 
them. 

Twenty years ago the Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore, 
after fighting the matter over in a verbal battle, agreed among 
themselves to request the Maryland Legislature to pass a law 
governing the packing of canned goods, the special stress being 
put upon the wording of the label, as the object was to make the 
packer responsible for what the label declared and the label re- 
sponsible for what was in the can. The Legislature passed that 
Bill as prepared by the Exchange, and it called for the naming 
on the label of the firm who packed the goods and where they 
were packed, and prohibited the false labeling of goods. 

Strictly taken, that label would not go on any goods packed 
in Maryland unless such was the case. ‘To show how laws can 
work against their makers, we will state that, whilst the Balti- 
more and Maryland packers lived up to the requirements of the 
law in every particular, about three years after the law was en- 
acted certain California packers caused the arrest of four of our 
principal packers upon charges of violation of it, asserting that 
labels claiming the contents to be Maryland goods had been put 
upon peaches packed in California. This occurred in a season 
when the peach crop was generally a failure, and, as the firms 
were under obligations to fill their future contracts, they fur- 
nished the best they could get in the same line of trade. But, 
as it was a violation of the law, they were mulcted in heavy 
damages. 

Not long after the law was repealed. Again, in New York 
State, not long after the jobbers of New York city appealed to 
the Governor, who was Grover Cleveland, protesting against a 
canned goods law which the packers of that State had brought 
before the Legislature. This law, in the interest of honesty 
every way, required that the name of the packer of the goods 


should go on the label, for it had been found that the jobber 


usually wanted to put his own label on and the packers’ name on 
the inferior goods. It came to such a condition in the Legisla- 
ture at last in that State that there were more than fifty major- 
ity in favor of the bill, but so efficacious were the operations of 
the jobbers that Governor Cleveland declared to the Legislature 
that he would veto the bill unless it was so altered as to allow 
the jobber to put his name on the label as the packer. And the 
New York law was changed accordingly, and is the law today. 

Another item in respect to the enactment of that law is in- 
teresting. ‘The New York packers had put into their Bill a re- 
quirement that no unjust goods should be sold to any party in 
the State, but Governor Cleveland required that to be made gen- 
eral, as he stated he would not sign a bill that would allow goods 
to be sold to other States that could not be sold in New York 
State. 

We mention these things to show how necessary it is in 
dealing with legislative matters to be just not only with ourselves, 
but to the public and the distributors, as each body has its 
champion and will insist upon its rights. 
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sented at the Convention in Atlantic City in February, 1906. 
We will assure them of a hearty reception there, whether indi- 
vidually or by delegation from their Association. We think 
also there will be occasion for congratulations from what they 
will learn from their surroundings, from the opportunity that 
will be given them as to all others, in demonstrating to the 
public that the canned goods business is an organization of pack- 
ers of pure, healthful foods.

AN EXPLANATION 


Of Its Terms and Purposes By Sections. 
COMPAR ED WITH THE HEYBORWN BILL. 


The Advantages of This Bill. 


(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK.) 


But as these substances are used every day without injury, their toxic 
value has been duly considered in regulating the amount of preservatives and 
other substances permissible. The toxic potency of the highest amount of 
common salt used in food for preservative purposes is taken as the basis for 
regulating the use of all substances in food. But, while spices, condiments 
and salt are used ad /ibituim, the use of other substances is restricted in this 
section, even though they may be absolutely harmless in any quantity. No 
greater injury can result from the use of preservatives upon the basis given 
in the section, that is, taking common salt as the unit, than would resul 
from the use of ordinary spices or from the use of salt itself. The amounts 
of all substances are regulated according to how they compare with common 
salt in toxic potency. 

In order to meet the objection that preservatives do not generally reveal 
their presence, like vinegar, salt, etc., the proviso at the end of this section 
requires that the name of any substance used in food as a preservative, or 
otherwise, shall be stated on the label, in order to guard against fraud and 
deception and to give the public due notice. 

A man has as much right to use a preservative in food, when he states 
the fact of its presence, as he has to use salt, if that preservative is not any 
more injurious to health than is salt. To try to regulate otherwise is to dis- 
criminate between substances on the same plane. The law can only regu 
late the use of an article of food on the theory of protecting health or pre- 


venting a fraud on the public; and, even though salt is a necessity, as 
argued by some, it does not affect its injurious nature and does not change 
its status in law; and it being a drug, and an injurious drug if taken excess- 
ively, is not exempt from the laws regulating other drugs no more injurious 
than itself, and such other drugs cannot be discriminated against because 
they do not happen to be a necessity. If the use of salt, or the use of vine- 
gar in certain quantities is not injurious, then the use of other substances 
no more injurious than salt or vinegar, for legitimate purposes, must be 
permitted in the same quantities, under regulations to prevent fraud only. 

It is needless to add that preservatives are never used as an adulteration, 
It is additional expense to put them into food, and they are used in so 
small quantities that they do not serve any purpose but that of preserving 
the food; and, as that is a legitimate purpose, it should be recognized and 
regulated, but not prevented. 

The full necessity for this regulation may not be apparent to those who 
are not familiar with food laws and Supreme Court decisions on them. It 
will be noticed that this Bill and all food laws prohibit the use of any sub- 
stance ‘‘ poisonous or injurious to health’? Now herein lies the difficulty, 
The term ‘“ poisonous or injurious to health’ is a very broad one, and its 
interpretation is usually left to the whim of the official enforcing the law. 
We have at least one Supreme Court decision (Pa:) on this point, and it is 
important that we notice it. That decision interprets this phrase to mean 
that any substance which is injurious to health in any quantity cannot be 
used at all Under that decision it is within the power of any food commis- 
sioner to prohibit the use of almost any substances used as ordinary articles 
of food. Under it vinegar cannot be used, for acetic acid will surely injure 
if taken even in moderate quantities; wine cannot be sold, for anyone 
knows that alcohol will injure health if faken in excessive quantities; and 
so with the acid of lemons, and almost every other substance used every 
day in food. But none of these substances will injure health if taken judi; 
ciously. Therefore, while these words “‘ poisonous or injurious to health’ 
sound very well and seem to have a simple meaning, yet unless they are 
explained they open the way for untold trouble and uncertainty. It is, 
therefore, necessary to define to some extent, at least, what is meant by the 
term ‘* poisonous or injurious to health,’’ hence the regulation in this 
section. 

SECTION 12. 


This section relates to the misbranding of food. This section is very 
broad and is intended to prohibit every possible attempt at fraud or decep- 
tion. The labeling requirements of this section relate to the labels on the 
articles themselves or on their-containers, The various paragraphs speak

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for themselves and need no explanation here. Suffice it to say, that they 
contain some features not incorporated in other food laws, and are more 
stringent than other food-law requirements. 

13. 

This section prevents the possibility of any specific standards for food 
being used and given the effect of law in prosecutions under this Bill. It is 
not proper that the standards of any person or set of persons should be con- 
sulted to the exclusion of others just as good or better under any law. With 
drugs it is somewhat different, as the standard for them relates to their 
strength only, whereas the standards for food relate to the ingredients, 
methods of preparation, etc., and these are so varied that it is a far more 
difficult matter to adjust than it is to fix a standard for drugs. This section 
recognizes the principle that if any standards for food are to be given effect 
they should be duly considered by the representatives of the people and 
incorporated into a law. It is necessary to take the precaution which is 
taken in this section, in order not to have this law misconstrued, as some of 
our State Supreme Courts have already given full effect to private standards 
not mentioned in any law (State vs. Jennings, Mich.) This Bill practically 
establishes standards for all articles by specifying what are below standard; 
and it leaves the question of whether an article is a standard article or not 
to be proved as any other matter of fact is proved in law, by the best evi- 
dence obtainable, and all of the best evidence obtainable, if it is desired to 
offer it; and it recognizes the fact that a jury of intelligent American citi- 
zens are capable of determining, under the proper evidencs, whether an arti- 
cle of food is a standard article or not, or whether it has been prepared in a 
standard and proper way or not, 

SECTION 14. 

This section defines what is meant by the term ‘‘drug,’’ and makes the 
United States Pharmacopoeia the standard for all drugs recognized in that 
book as drugs or medicines. It will be observed, however, that this only 
applies to drugs that are intended to be used as medicines. Drugs that are 
intended for commercial purposes only are not affested by the provisions of 


this Bill. 
SECTION 15. 


This section enumerates the cases in which a drug shall be deemed to be 
adulterated. This section also only applies to drugs that are intended to be 
used as medicines. The first two paragraphs explain themselves. The pro- 
viso at the end of the section is relative to proprietary preparations. In this 
proviso the Bill again recognizes the principle that when goods are sold on 
their own merit no fraud can well be practiced. Under this provision all 
articles that have distinctive names of their own and are thus distinguished 


from all other articles, are not affected by the provisions of this section, and 
are permitted to go before the public on their own merit. 


SECTION 16, 

This section aims to prevent fraud and deception in the branding of 
drugs and medicines as far as possible. One difference between this section 
and the sections of other food laws defining misbranded drugs is that this 
section contains nothing regarding claims made in behalf of medicines tell_ 
ing of their merits, ete. From the very nature of medicines and consider. 
ing the purposes for which they are intended to be used, it is hard to make 
any other reasonable regulation. It is quite impossible to restrict the state- 
ments which may be made regarding such articles as proprietary prepara- 
tions or medicines, because a medicine may be an excellent cure for a cer- 
tain disease under certain conditions, and accomplish all that is claimed for 
it, but under other conditions it might have no effect whatever, through tio 
fault of the medicine. It does not follow that a statement to the effect that 
a certain medicine will cure a certain disease is false when the medicine 
fails to cure the disease in all cases and under all conditions. Therefore, to 
incorporate into a National Food Law a provision, the violation of which 
could never be proved with any degree of certainty, would be very unwise 
and open the way to endless and hopeless litigation. 

SECTION 17. 

Exempts Common Carriers from the provisions of this Bill. 

A great deal more might well be said in explanation of what a proper 
Food Law should contain, as the subject is a very broad one, and the more 
it is duly considered, the more apparent its magnitude and importance be- 
come, and a great deal more might be said in explanation of points which 
will undoubtedly occur to a careful reader of this Bill. It is hard to cover 
such a field in one law; but, taken all in all, it is hoped that in this Bill the 
most important features of such legislation have been taken up and given 
careful consideration, favoring no interests or substances, and discriminat- 
ing against none; but regulating all on principles that will promote just- 
ice to all. 

THE BILL AS COMPARED WITH THE HEYBURN BILL. 

First—This Bill is simply a measure to regulate commerce so that inter- 
state traffic in adulterated or misbranded foods or drugs will be unlawful. 
Congress has the power to do this in one bill. 

On the other hand, the Heyburn Bill is a measure to regulate the retail 
sale of foods in the Territories, the District of Columbia and Insular Posses. 
sions, and to prevent adulteration and misbranding of foods and drugs. 
This it undertakes to do at the same time and in the same bill.

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Second—This Bill deals with the article in the aspect of its being at 
article of commerce. 

But the Heyburn Bill deals with the article in the aspect of its being bar- 
gained and sold, and makes all its regulations on statements predicated 
upon the article being sold to a purchaser in retail sales in a State or Ter. 
ritory. 

Third—This Bill makes all its labeling requirements on the theory only 
of preventing commerce in unlawful articles. 

Fourth—The enforcement of this Bill is placed in the Department of 
Commerce, which has direct charge of affairs which the Bill regulates; in 
goes right in and becomes a part of the other duties of that Department in 
common with other commerce affairs. 

But the enforcement of the Heyburn Bill is placed in the Agricultural 
Department, whose workings are entirely fareign to the affairs which the 
Bill regulates. 

Fifth—Under this Bill, samples will be analyzed in a Department 
specially fitted for that particular work, and for which appropriations have 
already been made; it will only be necessary to appropriate enough money 
to employ help to meet the increased work; this Department would not be 
interested in the enforcement of the Bill other than to make analysis and 
report the same. 

But the enforcement of the Heyburn Bill is placed in a Department 
which will determine whether or not the law has been violated, and which 
will make the standards under which the Bill will operate; thus practically 
placing in that Department legislative, judicial and executive power. 

Sixth—The Bill is more stringent than any Food Law that has ever been 
drawn in the United States, but is drawn to be fair to the accused and the 


accuser; every other law on every other subject is drawn on that theory—it 


is the only legal theory. 

On the other hand, the Heyburn Bill is only fair in the opinion of those 
who have not studied it and who do not understand it thoroughly. It will 
work oppression; it will not protect the people; it discriminates between 
food products and between drugs; it is nothing more than a bill drawn by 
chemists and good only from chemical standpoints; it is not good as a law; 
it is a menace to the legitimate commerce of the country. 

Seventh—This Bill outlines in itself the means of enforcing its provisions 
in every respect; it is not dependent on any contingency for its effect. It 
effectually establishes standards for practically all foods and drugs by de- 
claring with definiteness just what are below standard or adulterated; it 
provides for any other condition that might arise in the case of foods or 
drugs not thus covered, by declaring what shall be the standard for them. 


On the contrary, the Heyburn Bill depends for its effect upon several 
contingencies; one of these contingencies is the kind of standards, and these 
standards may be created by five chemists constituting the United States 
Food Standard Commission; it further depends for its effect upon the con- 
tingency of how the courts will construe these standards. The Heyburn 
Bill does not establish any standards by declaring exactly what are below 
standard because its sections declaring what are adulterations are not spe- 
cific and discriminate between foods; it does not provide a standard for 
conditions which must arise in the case of foods whose standards vary over 
the country and from day to day, and which might arise by a new discovery 
of science or a new invention of great importance to mankind; it depends in 
a large measure for its operation and effect upon actions of men and other 
Departments, not controlled by the provisions of the Bill. 

Eighth—Every word of this Bill can be understood by any person of 
ordinary intelligence; its method of operation is plainly outlined and a 
limit is placed on powers granted by it. 

But the Heyburn Bill is so worded that it takes a man with more than 
average reasoning powers to tell just what is meant by its language. It can 
be construed in various ways and apparently its purport can be as clear one 
way as another; this fact has been already demonstrated on the floor of the 
Senate, where men of more than ordinary intelligence disagree on its mean- 
ing. It can hardly fail to be misconstrued in many of its particulars by 
courts, and even if properly construed, it will work discrimination and 
injustice. There is no limit placed on the powers granted under the Bill; 
these powers are very great, and if wrongfully used would work great 
injustice. 

Ninth—A Bill to regulate the commerce of the United States should be 
as broad as that commerce. This cannot be better accomplished than by 
passing a law carefully drawn so as to regulate commerce, and by placing 
its enforcement in a Department expressly created by Congress so as be co- 
extensive as commerce, a Department that is vitally concerned in the sub- 
ject matter of the Bill, and such an accomplishment is undertaken in this 
Bill. 

On the contrary, the Heyburn Bill undertakes to regulate retail sales of 
food by placing the enforcement of the terms of the Bill in the Department 
of Agriculture, which is neither concerned with retail sales of food nor with 
commerce. THOMAS E. LANNEN.

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The Canned Tomato Corner. 


The surmises regarding the actual status of the ‘‘ tomato pool,’’ its in_ 
tentions, the amount of stock controlled, etc., etc., are without end; but the 
one point upon which all agree is ‘‘they don’t know.’’ Naturally, there- 
fore, all wish to know, and anything bearing upon the subject will be read 
with interest. 

A Chicago writer in £/i Grocer expresses himself as if well posted. 
He says: 

‘* The croakers—there are no bears now on canned tomatoes—thought a 
few days ago that the failure of several Chicago banks would weaken the 
grip of the tomato syndicate and bring about a slump in the market. To 
those who are hoping to profit by such a state of affairs I can give no hope, 
for it is not to be. There was a meeting of the syndicate members last week 
in New York city, not for the purpose of conferring as to finances, as those 
were easy and have all been provided for far in advance, but to determine 
upon a policy. That policy, so I learn, is to buy up all cheap lots of good 
standard No. 3 tomatoes offered on a basis of $1.00 f. o. b. Western States 
or goc. to 92%c. in Eastern cities, and thereby put the market up to $1.00 
East and $1.10 West, strong. 

Then the syndicate will sell a block of, say one thousand cases at that 
price. The proceeds will partly be used to buy up any further offerings at 
prices below the syndicate price and the market will be advanced to $1.20 
West and $1.10 East and then the proceeds of another block sold at those 
prices will be partly used to buy up all offerings at lower prices and the 
market will thereby be advanced to $1.20 East and $1.30 West, and this 
program is to be followed until the holdings of the syndicate are all ab- 
sorbed by the market. The pack has been so small and the supply is so 
inadequate that this course, it is claimed, can be easily taken, as all holders 
now are ready to co-operate in any movement that will put up prices. 
Nearly all the small holders are now shaken out and the tomato pack is 
largely in the hands of jobbers, strong and wealthy packers and rich specu- 
lators. 

“J learn that so thoroughly has been the study and investigation of the 
conditions that the stock not only in first hands, but in second hands 
(jobbers’ hands) is accurately known and the location of all lots of any 
importance whatever is recorded. 

‘‘This market is already practically on a $1.05 to $1.10 basis for first 
cost, as no full standard No. 3 tomatoes can be bought spot or laid down 
for less than these prices, and we learn that there are but three large houses 


here which are holders of stocks of any importance in canned tomatoes. 
These houses and their estimated holdings in cases are as follows; 


No. 3 Gals. 


These figures are given by a broker who professes to have accurate in- 
formation, and he further states that all the other fifteen or twenty whole- 
salers in Chicago do not, combined, hold as much stock as the three houses 
named. 

If this situation is correct, Chicago hasn’t a supply of tomatoes enough 
to suffice until February 1 next, for any of the three houses mentioned re- 
quire about 20,000 cases per month of 3s and 3,500 cases per month of gal- 
lons for their regular distributive trade to retailers. 

“I learn that sales were made today to jobbers in Chicago of fair stand- 
ards (not full standards) in a small way at $1.05 warehouse. The sales were 
small or in lots of 250 to 500 cases, but all buying at present is small pre- 
paratory to inventory taking on January I. 

“In view of the situation, I, therefore, predict that no lower prices on 
canned tomatoes are to be looked for for quite a while.”’ 

Much of this surmising we believe to be correct. But he does not go 
into the question of the number of cases controlled and at present in the 
hands of this syndicate. This is variously estimated at from 2,000,000 to 
5,000,000 cases, many reliable parties, presuming to know, contending that 
the latter figure is correct. Upon this the whole matter hangs, for, aside 
from the fact that this syndicate has performed a modern miracle in being 
able to ‘‘ corner ’’ any line of canned goods (if they have cornered toma- 
toes), if they have 5,000,000 cases of tomatoes under control at present, we 
very much fear the syndicate will be cornered, instead of the tomatoes. 

With half the year gone, granting that the remaining half contains the 
best consumptive months, 5,000,coo cases on hand at present is the equiva- 
lent of a 9,000,000-case pack, and a 9,000,00c-case pack is not conducive to 
a $1.20 market, but rather to a market price of half that amount. 

Then, again, the plan of unloading is too slow, even if it can be done, 
to unload this large amount of goods in so short a time. But there is no 
end to the considerations of this subject—all, however, coming back to the 
same point—How many cases have they?
